Those vho attende? apneared to be mere 
passive onlookers and displayed very little enthusiasm. The meeting was 
disrupted by a group of Conservatives, and the Commmist orpanizors were 
forced to flae to safety. 


3. AIL Communists from Bolivar and Yapdalena were ordere to attend a Communist 
~eeting sehe"uled to ba held in Barranquilla in early April. Bernardo Medina , 
one of the PCC leaders in Barranquilla, distributed a pamphlet entitled 
"E1 Proletario - Orpano del Comite Departamentaldel Partido Comunista de 
Colombia” in which he attacked the recent presonce of United States naval 
vessels in the Port of Cartagena. Me also called upon the people cf 
Barranquilla to attend a huge public demonstration to commemorate the armi- 
versary of the death of Caitan in snite of the rovernment decree forbidding 
any nublic displays to be held on 9 April. 


4. 4s a result of printing the publication in defiance of the decree, Medina was 
arreated and sentenced to thirty days imprisonment, and Julio Lopes Cabrales, 
director of the printing shop, El Industrial, was fined one hundred neses for 
his resnonsibility in having "El Proletario" published. 


5. Augusto Dura Ospino, Seeretary General of the Partido Commista Obrero (C0), 
had issued instructions to his followers’ in Barranquilla to participate in the 
POG demonstration and to sabotage the neeting by whatever means available.
